Owing to the revolution in Mexico, 
the Panama canal tolls controversy and 
other international matters, the Mon- 
roe Doctrine is as live an issue today 
as it was when it was formulated by 
Presidaént Monroe in his message to 
congress on December 2, 1828, The 
Monroe Doctrine, designed to prevent 
interference by European powers in 
the affairs of American countries, was 
occasioned by the formation in Europe 
of the so-called “holy alllance’—an ar- 
rangement between France, Russia, 
Austria and Prussia by which they 
were bound to suppress all tendencies 
to republicanism and ald each other 
In maintaining the monarchial system 
throughout Europe. It was supposed 
that the “holy alilance” desired to ex- 
tend their operations to the New World 
also, especially with reference to the 
suppression of the rebels in the Span- 
ish colonies. Spain had just- lost most 
of its New World possessions, and re- 
publics had been established in South 
and Central America which had re- 
celvyed the recognition of the United 
States. There is little doubt that the 
continental powers of Europe proposed 
to ald in the restoration of the monar- 
chial system in those countries, and 
Monroe's message was in effect an an- 
nouncement that the United States 
would not tolerate such Interference. 
On this question England sided with 
the republic, and the “holy alliance" 
mado no attempt to carry out their 
project, d 

In the message announcing his doc- 
trine President Monroe said: 

“We owe it to candor and to the 
amicable relations exitsing between the 
United States and the allied powers to 
declare that we should consider any 
attempt on their part to extend their 
Bystem to any portion of this hemis- 
phere as dangerous to our peace and 
fafety, With the existing colonies or 
dependencies of any European power 
we have not interfered, and shall not 
Interfere; but with the governments 
Which have declared their indepen- 
dence and maintained it, and whose 
independence we have, on great consid- 
eration and just principles, acknow- 
ledged, we could not view an inter- 
positon for oppressing them, or con- 
trolling In any other manner their des- 
tiny by any European power, in any 
other light than a&’ a manifestation of 
an unfriendly disposition toward the 
United States." Monroe added, “The 
American continents should no longer 
be subjects for any 
settlement.”

Palmer Cox, Father of “Browaies,” 
Born in Canada, 74 Years Ago Today. 


Palmer Cox, the author and artist 
who fathered the immortal family of 
“Brownies” and other “Queer People,” 
was born in Granby, Quebec, April 28, 
1840, just 74 years ago today. He was 
educated in the academy of his native 
Canadian town, but soon after reach- 
ing his majority he shook the Canadian 
I sec-ut Or thet 
lan’ of promise;-Cuillfornia, There he 
beceme a writer for tne San Franciseo, 
Alta Californian and the Golden Fra. 
That was, indeed, the “golden ern" of 
western literature, and in the San 
Francisco literary “camp" the young 
Canadian associated with Mark Twain, 
Bret Harte, and a host of others who 
were destined to become famous writ- 
ers. Palmer Cox's residence In the 
California metropolis continued trom 
1863 to 1875. In the latter year he fol- 
lowed thé example of most of the other 
literary geniuses of San Francisco and 
returned to the east, settling in New 
York. The year 1875 was also notable 
as witnessing the publication of his 
first book, “Squibs of California, or 
Everyday Life Illustrated,” which was 
afterward rewritten and published as 
“Comic Yarns.” His early experiences 
in the American metropolis provided 
the material for his next work, “Hans 
Von Pelter'’s Trip to Gotham.” “How 
Columbus Found America" was pub- 
shed in 1877,

His charges were so serious 
that the department sent down a de- 
tective to inquire into their veracity 
with the above result,
